REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
claims a fuel cell stack comprising supply channel to supply a combustion gas and an 
inside discharge channel to discharge exhaust gas, the channels extending in a 
direction in which the fuel cell elements and separating plates are stacked, a supply of 
combustion gas on a top side of the fuel cell elements and a supply of oxidizer on a 
bottom side of the fuel cell elements, wherein on top side a plurality of parallel 
lengthwise channels for routing combustion gas, a distributor zone connecting supply 
channel to first ends of lengthwise channels, and a collecting zone which connects 
discharge channel to second ends of the lengthwise channels, and wherein oxidizer 
guide channels are provided at bottom side of fuel cell elements for routing oxidizer 
parallel to direction of lengthwise channels, the oxidizer guide channels being open to 
sides of stack for supplying oxidizer, wherein the oxidizer guide channels and 
lengthwise channels are laterally offset relative to each other. 
In the prior art of record, Yuichi et al., JP 07-296831 , teach fuel gas channels and 
oxidizer gas channels are perpendicular to each other. Beckmann et al., US 
2004/0038102, teach a heat exchange means in the fuel cell stack. 
However, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a fuel cell stack oxidizer guide channels being open to sides of stack for 
supplying oxidizer, wherein the oxidizer guide channels and lengthwise channels are 
laterally offset relative to each other.
